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Text Explanation 


Hadith No. 1534 says: "Whoever attends to night worship during 
Ramadan, out of faith and in true devotion, shall have all his past 
sins forgiven'. The meaning of 'out of faith' is that the worshipper 
believes that it is right and hopes for receiving the benefit of it. “In 
true devotion' means that he dedicates his worship to God alone, 
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caring nothing for being known or seen or anything else that is 
contrary to sincere devotion. Night worship during Ramadan means 
the prayer known as Tarawih. Scholars agree that it is desirable and 
recommended, but they differ as to whether it is preferable to be 
offered alone at home or in a congregation in the mosque. Al-Shàfi 
and the majority of scholars of his school, Abu Hanifah, Ahmad, 
a number of Máliki scholars and others say that it is preferable to 
offer it in congregation, as done by ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab and the 
Prophet's Companions and as is continued to be done by Muslims. 
It is one of the main public aspects of Islamic worship, and as such it 
is similar to the Eid Prayer. On the other hand, Malik, Abu Yüsuf, a 
number of Shafi‘i scholars and others say that it is preferable to offer 
it individually at home, as the Prophet says: "The best prayer is fora 
person to pray at home, except for obligatory prayers’. 

In this hadith, the Prophet says: 'shall have all his past sins 
forgiven'. According to scholars, this refers in particular to minor 
sins, not major ones. Some scholars say that it may also mean that 
major sins may be reduced if minor ones are not committed. 

Hadith No. 1515 says: 'God's Messenger (peace be upon him) 
encouraged night worship during Ramadan without giving an 
order of duty. He would say: "Whoever attends to night worship 
during Ramadan, out of faith and in true devotion, shall have all 
his past sins forgiven".' The expression “without giving an order of 
duty’ means that he did not make this obligatory on them. He only 
gave them a recommendation and encouraged them to do it. This 
is explained by the rest of the hadith. The way it is phrased shows 
that it is definitely a recommendation. The Muslim community is 
unanimously agreed that night worship during Ramadan is not 
obligatory but recommended. 

Hadith No. 1515 mentions “The matter was such until God's 
Messenger (peace be upon him) passed away, then it continued 
such during Abu Bakr's reign and for a part of ‘Umar’s reign’. This 
means that everyone offered the night prayer during Ramadan at 
his own home and this continued for some time into ‘Umar’s reign. 
“Umar then organised the prayer in a congregation and appointed 
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Ubayy ibn Ka'b to lead the prayer. It has continued to be offered in 
congregation ever since. This addition occurs in al-Bukhari's Sahih 
in the Book of Fasting. 

Hadith No. 1516 quotes the Prophet: 'Whoever attends to night 
worship on the Night of Power, out of faith and in true devotion, 
shall have all his past sins forgiven'. The earlier hadith, No. 1514, 
says: 'Whoever attends to night worship during Ramadan, out of 
faith and in true devotion, shall have all his past sins forgiven’. It 
may be said that either one is sufficient and makes the other of little 
value. In answer, we may say that attending to night worship during 
Ramadan without knowing the Night of Power is enough to have 
one's sins forgiven. At the same time, when a person spends the 
Night of Power in worship, knowing it, this is a good reason for 
such forgiveness, even if a person does not attend to worship on any 
other night. 

Hadith No. 1517 says: 'Whoever attends to night worship on the 
Night of Power and it is the Night...'. This means that such a person 
offers night prayer knowing that it is the Night of Power. 

Hadith No. 1518 mentions that one night the Prophet (peace be 
upon him) offered his prayer in the mosque and some people joined 
him in his prayer. This hadith makes it clear that voluntary and 
recommended prayers may be offered in a congregation, although 
the preference is to offer them individually, except for certain prayers 
which are the Eid Prayer, the prayer at the time of an eclipse and the 
prayer for rain. The same applies to Taráwih Prayer, according to the 
majority of scholars, as explained earlier. The hadith also shows that 
recommended prayers may be offered in the mosque, even though 
they are better offered at home. It may be that the Prophet prayed 
this prayer in the mosque to show that it is permissible, and perhaps 
he was in (kat, which means spending some days in the mosque. 

The hadith further shows that it is permissible to join someone 
in prayer even though he did not intend to be an imam leading a 
prayer. This is the correct view according to what is best known in 
our school and among the majority of scholars. However, when some 
people join someone in prayer and he then intends to lead them, 
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the greater reward of congregational prayer is earned by both the 
imam and the people joining him. If he does not make the additional 
intention of leading them, the greater reward applies to them but not 
to him because 'actions are but by intention' and he has not made 
the intention while they have done so. 

The hadith confirms that if two beneficial options are in conflict 
or if a benefit is in conflict with fear of an adverse outcome, the more 
important option is given preference. The Prophet (peace be upon 
him) saw a certain benefit in offering this prayer in the mosque, as 
we have mentioned. However, this was subsequently opposed out 
of fear that this prayer would become obligatory, and he did not 
come out. He thought of the harm that would result from believers' 
inability to fulfil such an obligation. The hadith also indicates that if 
the leader of a community does something that is contrary to what 
his community expects and he has a reason for it, he should explain 
his reason to them, so as to reassure them and prevent some contrary 
and ill thoughts, but God knows best. 

Hadith No. 1519 concludes with the following: “When he finished 
the Fajr Prayer, he turned to the people and said the declaration. 
He then said: "Meanwhile, 1 was not unaware of what you were 
doing last night...'. There are several points of interest here. The first 
is that it is desirable to start one's speech or admonition with the 
declaration, [i.e. saying: I bear witness that there is no deity other 
than God and I bear witness that Muhammad is God's servant and 
Messenger]. A hadith related in Abu Dàwüd's Sunan anthology says: 
‘A speech De khutbah] that does not include the declaration is like 
a hand affected by leprosy'. Another point is that it is advisable to 
say 'meanwhile' in a speech. This is mentioned in several authentic 
hadiths. Al-Bukhari includes in his Sahih a chapter on starting one's 
speech with ‘meanwhile’. It includes several hadiths. A further point 
is to face the people when one is giving a speech or saying some 
admonition. 

Hadith No. 1520 and 1521 mention that Ubayy ibn Ka'b used to 
swear that the Night of Power is the night of the 27th of Ramadan. 
This is one view. The majority of scholars are of the view that itis an 
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undefined night during the last third of Ramadan, but the odd nights 
are more probable, and the ones that are most probable are the nights 
of the 27th, 23rd and 21st. The majority of scholars maintain that it 
is a fixed night and that it does not change. Scrupulous scholars say 
that it changes so that it is on the 27th of Ramadan one year, on 
the 23rd on another year and the 21st on yet another, and it could 
even be on a different night. This is more likely, as it reconciles the 
different hadiths speaking about it. We shall discuss this more fully 
at the end of the Book of Fasting, God willing. 
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Comments: 
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Voluntary night prayer during any time of the year is recommended and 
merits great rewards from Alláh, even more so during Ramadán. 


1372. It was reported from Sufyàn, 
from Az-Zuhri, from Abü Salamah, 
from Abü Hurairah, conveying it 
from the Prophet #2: “Whoever 
fasts during Ramadán, having faith 
and expecting his reward (from 
Allah), will have all his previous 
sins forgiven.

Related About: Do Not Precede 
The Month With Fasting. 


684. Abü Hurairah narrated that 
the Prophet # said: “Do not 
precede the month with a day nor 
with two days, unless that fast falls 
on a day that one of you would 
have (normally) fasted. Fast with 
its sighting, and break fast with its 
sighting, and if it is cloudy, then 
count for thirty days, and then 
break (the fast)." (Sahih) 

(He said:) There are narrations on 
this topic from some of the 
Companions of the Prophet #4. 
Mansür bin Al-Mu'tamir informed 
us from Rib‘i bin Hirásh, from 
some of the Companions of the 
Prophet Se. and it is similar to this. 
Abū “Eisá said: The Hadith of Aba 
Hurairah is a Hasan Sahih Hadith. 
This is acted upon according to the 
people of knowledge, they consider 
it disliked for a man to be hasty by 
fasting before the month of 
Ramadan begins, if he thinks that 
is for Ramadan. If a man normally 
performs some fast, and that fast 
falls on that day, then there is no 
harm in this according to them. 
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685. Abü Hurairah narrated that 
the Messenger of Allah ae said:

Chapter 1. Regarding Standing 
(In Voluntary Night Prayer) 
During The Month Of 
Ramadan 


1371. (A number of narrators) 
reported that Ma‘mar informed 
them — and Al-Hasan (one of the 
narrators) said in his narration: 
“And Malik bin Anas” — from Az- 
Zuhri, from Abü Salamah, from 
Abü Hurairah, who said: “The 
Messenger of Allah # would 
encourage them to pray (the night 
prayers) during Ramadán, without 
commanding them to do so. He 
would say: “Whoever stands (in 
prayer) during Ramadán, having 
faith and expecting his reward 
(from Allàh), he will have all his 
previous sins forgiven.’ So when 
the Messenger of Allàh & passed 
away, the situation was the same. 
During the Khiläfah of Abü Bakr, 
may Allàh be pleased with him, 
and the early part of the Khiläfah 
of “Umar, may Allàh be pleased 
with him, it also remained the 
same." (Sahih) 

Abü Däwud said: And this was 
reported by “Uqail, Yünus, and 
Abü Uwais: “Whoever stood (in 
night prayer) during Ramadán.” 
While *Uqail reported: “Whoever 
fasted Ramadán and stood (in 
prayer) during it.”

(1) CHAPTER. The superiority of praying 
(Nawafil) at night in Ramadan. 


2008. Narrated Abū Hurairah “¿ à „25:1 
heard Allah's Messenger ¿2% saying regarding 
Ramadán, “Whoever performed Salat 
(prayers) at night in it (the month of 
Ramadan) with sincere faith and hoping for 
areward from Allàh, then all his past sins will 
be forgiven.” 


2009. Narrated Abū Hurairah X 4 425: 
Allàh's Messenger g said, “Whoever 
performed Salàt (prayers) at night in the 
month of Ramadán with sincere faith and 
hoping for a reward from Alláh, then all his 
past sins will be forgiven." Ibn Shihäb (a 
subnarrator) said, “Allah’s Messenger 3% 
died and the people continued observing 
that (i.e., Nawäfil offered individua:ly, not in 
congregation), and it remained as it was, 
during the caliphate of Abü Bakr and in the 
early days of ‘Umar’s caliphate.” 


2010. Narrated Ibn Shihäb: Abdur 
Rahman bin ‘Abdul Qari said, “I went out 
in the company of “Umar bin Al-Khattäb one 
night in Ramadán to the mosque and found 
the people performing Salat (prayers) in 
different groups. A man performing Salat 
(prayers) alone, or a man performing Salat 
(prayers) with a little group behind him. So, 
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“Umar said, “In my opinion 1 would better 
collect these (people) under the leadership of 
one Qari (reciter) [i.e., let them perform 
Salat (prayers) in congregation! . So, he 
made up his mind and he congregated them 
behind Ubai bin Ka‘b. Then on another night 
I went again in his company and the people 
were performing Salat (prayers) behind their 
reciter. On that, ‘Umar remarked, ‘What an 
excellent Bid‘a (i.e., innovation in religion) 
this is; but the Salat (prayers) which they do 
not perform, and sleep at its time is superior 
than the one they are performing now.’ He 
meant the Salat (prayers) in the last part of 
the right. (In those days) people used to 
perform Salat (prayers) in the early part of 
the night." 


2011. Narrated ‘Aishah ( à 7,25, the 
wife of the Prophet à& : Alläh’s Messenger ap 
used to perform Salat (prayer) (at night) in 
Ramadán. 


2012. Narrated ‘Urwa that he was 
informed by 'Aishah Ge 4! 25, “Alläh’s 
Messenger # went out in the middle of the 
night and performed Salat (prayer) in the 
mosque and some men performed Salát 
(prayer) behind him. In the morning, the 
people spoke about it and then a large 
number of them gathered and performed 
Salat (prayer) behind him (on the second 
night). In the next morning the people again 
talked about it and on the third night the 
mosque was full with a large number of 
people. Allah's Messenger ài came out and 
the people performed Salat (prayer) behind 
him. On the fourth night the mosque was 
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discretion, you had gone to one of your other wives." 

Ibn Hajar «ar, said that if she had said, "Yes" to the Prophet's 21-54-49, ke question then 
that would have amounted to disbelief. 

The Prophet «542-4! Le then explained to her why he had gone out. He mentioned about 
the fifteenth night of sha'ban (as in the hadith). “This was an opportune time to amass 
blessings and forgiveness for my ummah. I came here and made supplication to my lord." 


OPTIONAL SALAH AT HOME

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1300. Sayyiduna Zayd Ibn Thabit “=”, narrated that Allah's Messenger “e «il yo 

^.^ said, "A Man's salah in his home is better than his salah in this the mosque of 

mine, except for the prescribed salah (which is best offered in the mosque).! 
COMMENTARY: In spite of the fact that a salah in Masjid Nabvi fetches a reward one thousand 
times over that in any other place, it is better to offer the optional salah at home than in Masjid 
Nabawi. The reason is that salah offered at home will be free of ostentation. The Prophet dea, Le 
^.^» had said this when he had stopped offering salah for a few nights in Ramadan with advice 
that it was more excellent to offer salah in one's house than in the mosque. * 
WHAT ABOUT TARAWIH: On the basis of this hadith, Imam Maalik, blaz,, Imam Abn Yusuf 
«ilar,, and some of the Shafi'is «4#, deduce that it is better to offer the tarawih alone in one's 
home. They say about the Prophet Lasel, ke that he offered it in the mosque to demonstrate 
that it is allowed to do so and, moreover, he was observing the itikaf in the mosque. 
On the other hand Imam Abn Hanifah, «47; Imam Shafi'i 447, most of the Shafi'i “laz, 
ulama (Scholars) and some of the Maaliks «ar, agree that it is better to offer the salah of 
tarawih in the mosque as Sayyiduna Umar #4. and after him, other sahabah ze: had 
it offered in mosques. After that, Muslims have been diving it continually and the salah of 
tarawih is a symbol of Islam. It resembles the salah of eed. 
It is stated in books of figh that if there is a man who is regarded as a leader and guide of 
Muslims and if he will come, the number of people in the congregation will swell than he 
must offer the tarawih in the mosque. If he is not that kind of a man then it is allowed that 
the salah may be offered at home.

CONGREGATION FOR TARAWIH BY UMAR «az, 
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(sis) A551 934 385 HEI 218 5 J 55155 3 58 385 
1301. Sayyiduna Abdur Rahman Ibn Abdul Qar'y 47, narrated: one night (during 
Ramadan) I went with Umar Ibn Khattab (KH) to the mosque. Behold! The people 
were in sections, divided from each other. A man offered (optional) salah here by 
himself, another offered salah with some people following him. (Seeing this,) Umar 
ailaz, said, “If I brought them together under one recite that would be fine." So, he 
resolved (to-do that) and brought (all of) them behind Ubayy Ibn Ka'b “=, as 
(their) Imam (for the salah of tarawih). 
He narrated further: Later on, 1 went with him another night. The people were 
offering the salah behind their recites. Umar 4! 47, remarked, "An excellent 
innovation, this! But that (Salah) through which you sleep is better than for what 
you stand (now), “meaning, (salah) at the end. of the night. (He meant that tarawih 
offered towards the close of the night is better than offering it in the early night.) At 
that time, people offered the salah (of tarawih) early in the night. ! 
COMMENTARY: Sayyiduna Umar =», said of the congregational salah of tarawih that 
it is an excellent bid'ah. He retuned to the one he had initiated not to the actual 
congregational salah that the Prophet lus «ele «bl ke had taught and which is known from 
him. He had led the congregational salah of tarawih after as we have mentioned many 
times in the preceding lines against earlier ahadith. It we look at it carefully, it moves ahead 
to the degree of sunnalı because the things initiated by the righteous caliphs are also sunnah. 
Here bida'h is taken in its literal meaning not the terminology of the jurists. (as commonly used). 
HOW MANY RAKRAT OF TARAWIH 
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1302. Sayyiduna Sa'ib ibn Yazid “= ls: narrated that (Sayyiduna) Umar ze 4 o»; 
instructed Ubayy ibn Kab zez: and Imam and ad-Dari «iu»; that they should 
lead the people during (the nights of) Ramadan through eleven raka'at. The reciter 
used to recite (those surahs that had more than) one hundred verses.? 
So that they had to lean on their staff because of the prolonged standing. They did 
not disperse before dawn was about to break.? 
COMMENTARY: The two imams led the people by twos either a certain number of raka'at 
each day or, on alternate nights. 
This hadith says that the salah of tarawih is made up of eleven raka'at But, the ulama 
(Scholars) assert that it is proved beyond doubt that in Umar's «ls», times twenty raka'at 
were offered fo: tarawih. So, we might say that he may have offered twenty raka'at at times
